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By the time I uas ready "to buy a computer I had narrowed it doun to 3 
models: Coleco's ADAM, APPLE 2e and COMMODORE ' * C-64. ADAM dropped out because I 
uanted a dot-matrix printer and a disc-drive (Even tho the COLECQ mass memory 
drive is -fast). Basically C-64 beat out Apple because the APPLE 2e uith a 
printer is $1000 more than what I paid. I mean, ue ARE talKing "hobby" computers 
here! For 19*1500 I got: c-64, disc drive, color monitor, 1526 printer and EASY 
SCRIPT. 

Commodore's basic language is almost the same as APPLE'S altho the 2 machines 
handle differently. Apple taKes longer to set up but once installed you don't 
have to specify what device you are using. eg: To load on APPLE you type"LOAD". 
On the Commodore you have to type "LOAD, 8", the 3 being the disc drives ouput #. 
APPLE also lets you RUN from a disc without LOADING. Program editing on an APPLE 
is a pain because you have to go over the whole line before pressing return. On 
a c-64 it suffices to correct the mistaKe and then RETURN. Small potatoes 
really, the big one uas the price difference. 

Programs? Yup , APPLE wins this hands doun! There isn't a very impressive list 
of programs ready for C-64 but the Key for me was that I Know so many people who 
have a C-64 and I have managed to amass about 15 discs full of stuff just by 
begging these people to copy it for me onto discs I supplied.

In order to play you must 
own/have access to a computer that can communicate with other 
computers via a S150 + MODEM < Modu 1 ator/Demodu 1 ator ) . The GM simply 
leaves his computer plugged into the phone line and "On" for a 
specified time. The players type their orders into their computer, 
dial the GM's phone # and let the 2 computers talK. Orders are given 
and adjudications are sent bacK this way. Deadlines for E-Games are 
usually very quicK since all comun icat ions are instantaneous. We're 
talKing of 2 day deadlines in many cases. Even if someone is not 
around when the message arrives, so long as the computer has been set 
up right, it will taKe the message and tell the operator that he has a 
message waiting for him when he returns. Does anyone else care to 
elaborate on E-Games since I am only passing on what I have heard?]

You want the counter argument; I'll supply 
it myself. Forget the too selfserving counter arguments - The apologist one

unwilling to deal with the whole mess. There are two basic arguments for 
Isolationism by Anglo Saxon North America. Each of which subdivides into two 

seemingly similar but in fact opposing raps. 

1. Moral - (A) UJa will taint our souls. This is the Puritan based, city on 
the hill, view of America in which we have created a better, purer world than 
the one we left behind on the other side of the puddle. Realpolitik is just 
another temptation of decadent Europe, the following of which will corrupt our 
souls for all eternity. <B> We will go against our natures and so pervert what 
we are. This appears to be arguing from the same level of Protestant personal 
salvation but actually it is nineteenth century rationalism dressed up in moral 
terms. We are what we are because we set higher standards - to go against them 
destrovs what's best in our culture and the cost of doing evil is just too great 
as against any imaginable gain. 

2. Ineffectual ism - (A) It costs too much - Our resources can be sapped like 
that of any other Empire propping up essentially marginal positions. Lie should 
devote our resources to our own defences, economy, social system and let the 
world go hang. A * spent here goes much farther than a * spent propping up a 

Th ieu or Mboutu . ( B ) It won't worK - again this often sounds the same in public 
discourse but is really arguing from a very different premise. 

The 2A group are the ones who would fight Hitler but not Franco. War has to 
have a very rigid cost ben if it and the wastage/friction levels are so tremendous 
that for anything short of cosmic staKes it's a bad bet. Group SB deny that 
there can ever be a good bet. Societies move according to internal rythems which 
can only be delayed or distorted by outside intervention but not essentially 
changed. This group would be against any foreign war because in the end 
h istor y/dest iny/vast social forces reassert themselves and cancel out what 
you're done. 



Note that I will concede that all of the above have something to say. The 
pity is that we've had this argument 3 times in this century, twice over Germany 
C 1300-1917, 1333-1941) and once over Russia < 1944-1950). Each time the same 
arguments were raised. Only in 1917 were they valid. WW1 was not our war and 
shouldn't have been. It was an Imperial war between essentially identical 
capital iit-flr iitocrst empires. The Brits and the French were more democratic 
than the Germans, Austrians and Italians and they in turn were more so than 
Russia, Turkey or the BalKan states. But when it was all said and done the war 
was begun for reasons of alliance and balance of power and pursued for reasons 
of greed, even the Russian revolutionaries under KerennsKy still stayed in the 
war for the loot of Armenia and Rumania. 

We havn't had such an easy choice since. The Total itar ians present one with a 
vastly different choice. A world of ideologically similar red/blacK flag 
garrison/pol ice states iis a world in which ue either become a similar 
garrison/police state or become lunch. We can live freer and with less of a 
mi 1 itary -secur ity burden the farther the front is Kept from our shores. 

An autarctic fortress Eng 1 ish -Arner ica would be possible but might come closer 
to ressemb 1 ing Orwell's Oceania than a Reagan or Nixon National Security State. 
Not pretty but those are the cards we are facing. In the name of French 
revanch ism, English Imperialism and the fortunes of the House of Morgan we 
overturned the already precarious remains of the Victor ian -Eduard ian-Bel le 
Epoque world order. We've been living with the results ever since from Leninism 
to National Socialism to Nazism (not the same thing). The Question isn't wether 
we'd ! iKe to give a shit about El Salvador - it's wether the choice is El 
Salvador or Texas. If we are going to have to put up the barricades I'd rather 
do it in Salvador than San Antonio, or should I perhaps say, Montreal. 

E T That makes me a strong 2B . If the latins want to blow themselves apart in 
South America that's their loss not mine. Same with all those European 
comrnie -1 overs . Their borders are a lot closer to the Reds than NA so if they 
don't percieve the menace I fail to see why NA should get involved? I agree that 
it makes more sense to stop the red menace far away from NA but I still am not 
able to get "up" for anything that does not imminently threaten us. 13

I'll accept orders by electronic mail, should that make my games irregular? I 
would like to see more GM ' s accept orders that way. I don't see any significant 
di-fference beetween PBM and PBEM games. What am I missing? 

I C Wh i 1 e you do accept orders via E-Mail, your z ine is on Normal monthly 
deadlines, you mail your results by mail and you are accessible by mail in every 
way -for your players. E-Garnes are only available to players with computers with 
Modems and are on deadlines that rnaKe anything but instantaneous delivery of 
messages impossible. "Accepting" orders by mail does not make your games PBEM 
anymore than my accepting phone calls Ltould rnaKe my games "phone" games. Players 
who choose to play by. ma il can still do so. 

To me, PBEM games are on the same level as -f ac e -t o — f ace games or phone games. 
In -face -to --face games orders are still written down on paper and dispatched to a 
GM but I don't hear anyone asKing -for them to be rateable?]! 

DAVE ANDERSON: In response to Palter '5 letter: Dan, you're Big Brother Russia is 
having a tough enough time propping up their little government in Afghanistan 
and can't Kill a rebellion by a bunch of mountain people with all those troops.
